Bronx, N.Y., G latz­ 
er said at an early age he con­ 
sidered entering the field of m u­ 
sic as a career.

G latzer, a tenor, studied voice 
in New York with Alfred Knopf 
and M aurice Jam pol and attend­ 
ed Dalcroze School of Music. His 
m usical experiences w ere high­ 
lighted with stints as a m em ber 
of the G rand Rapids Light Opera 
Co., the Robert Shaw Chorale and 
the Dessoff Choirs. He m ade v a r­ 
ious radio, television and opera 
appearances in and around New 
York before deciding to become 
a cantor. 
G latzer enrolled in the School 
of Sacred Music at Hebrew Un­ 
ion College and eventually 
ob­ 
tained 
his degree

said he feels the trend in m odern­ 
izing the religious m usic in the 
synagogue started in the 1930s.

G latzer is m arried to the form ­ 
er Ann Hershenson, and they have 
three children.
